pattern provided on a first surface of the first dielectric substrate; 

providing a second radiating conductor formed of a branched 
conductive pattern that is branched from the first radiating conductor 
on the first surface of the first dielectric substrate, the branched 
conductive pattern having a discontinuous capacitive coupling portion; 
and 

connecting a first capacitive conductor to the first dielectric 
substrate [[; and]] such that the first capacitive conductor is disposed on a 
plane substantially parallel to the grounding conductor : and 
connecting the first capacitive conductor and the first radiating 
conductor.

None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed a dual band 
antenna and a method of decreasing a volume of a dual band antenna comprising, 
along with all the other claimed feature, a first capacitive conductor disposed on 
plane such that the first capacitive conductor is substantially parallel to the 
grounding conductor and to which at least the first radiating conductor is connected.
